LETTER TO RADM VASQUEZ AFTERNOON APRIL 26. RADM VASQUEZ 
HAD INFORMAL TRANSLATION (COPY BEING POUCHED) READ ALOUD 
AFTER WHICH HE REMARKED THAT "THIS OPENS A NEW PATH". 

ENSUING DISCUSSION CENTERED ON CHARACTERISTICS OF DESTROYER 
OFFERED FROM MOTHBALL FLEET AND "HOT" SHIP. HYDROGRAPHIC 
SHIP WAS ALSO DISCUSSED IN SOME DETAIL BUT THERE WAS NO 
REPEAT NO DISCUSSION OF OR EXPRESSED INTEREST IN TRANSFER 

OF PCF'S. 

2. AT CONCLUSION OF 50 MINUTE MEETING RADM VASQUEZ SAID
